It must never be forgotten, how- (To be continued) 
ever, that these pieces of paper 
which are circulated in the form of- 
bank notes, bills, etc, are. not the 
standard, which. is always the metal, 
either gold or silver, lying in the 
vaults behind these pieces of paper. 
Indeed it can hardly be considered 
that these pieces of paper strictly 
speaking are even the medium of ex- 
change, for this in turn, actually is 
also the gold or silver lying in the 
vaults, but for convenience sake, in 
handling and transportation, jit is 
found better: these modern times to 
represent the solid metal medium of 
exchange by paper ia various forms. 
There have been times when indi- 
viduals and nations have ignored this 
elementary principle and consequent- 
ly have btought financial disaster 
upon themselves. 

A clear appreciation of the fund- 
amental difficulties between the me- 
dium of exchange and the standard 
or measure of price and between the 
circulating paper and the real value 
in metal which the paper merely rep- 
resents, will do much to make un- 
derstandable many matters connect- 
ed with our monetary: system that at 
first glance may seem to be rather 
complicated:

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? BIMETALLISM : 
= OR DOUBLE STANDARD 


$0000000000000000o0eeoooe 
(By H. G. L. Strange) 

Recent articles and reports of 
speeches appearing in the public 
press indicate that bimetallism is be- 
ing recommended as -a means. to- 
wards curing the present economic 
depression. 

Suggestions for the adoption of 
bimetallism as a double standard or 
double measure of price and med- 
ium of,exchange, ‘are not new, in 
fact they are as old as monetary his- 
tory itself. For centuries past it 
has been noted that whenever a 
period of depression occurred, when- 
ever the general price level ,of com- 
modities became lowered, there were 
always those to be found who recom- 
mended bimetallism either as a pan- 
acea or a cureall or at least as a 
helpful agent. 

Arguments or bimetallism have 
been put forward in every period of 
depression for centuries past and 
ave resulted in all ages in great arg- 
ument pro and con, and in many bi- 
metallic and monetary conferences 
being held, both national and inter- 
national. Somehow, even at times 
while. the arguments pro and con 
were still’ continuing, regardless of 
bimetallism or any other monetary 
system, the ‘world. always managed to 
emerge from the period of depression, 
usually without_ ‘any suggested re- 
forms being put into force; after 
which bimetallism and all other mon- 
etary reforms were quickly forgotten 
to lie dormant until the next period 
of depression occurred. 

Before an attempt is made to an- 
flyze and} discuss bimetallism | per- 
haps it would be useful to-try and 
obtain a clear understanding of some 
of the fundamental principles that go 
to make up our so-called monetary 
system, particularly to vision just 
what is meant by the terms —The 
Standard or Measure of Price and 
The -Medium of Exchange. : 

The Standard or Measure-of Price- 

From the very earliest times as 
soon as people from different. places 
began to exchange goods they un- 
doubtedly found that agreement upon 
the price of the different goods of- 
fered for exchange was most diffi- 
cult; for instance, a producer of 
wheat in ancient times who desired to 
exchange his wheat for a camel, 
some furs, some silks, perhaps a met- 
al implement and let us say—some 
ornaments for his wife, would find 
it very difficult to arrive at a fair 
estimation of the number of bushels 
of wheat he should give for the vari- 
ous articles he desired. The time 
consumed in haggling and ‘higgling 
over the proper exchange values un- 
questionably must have been enorm- 
us. Obviously, however, the time of 
bargaining would be greatly shorten- 
ed and the exchange of goods much 
facilitated if a common standard 
equally valued by all buyers anid sel- 
lers was available with which to 
price each article separately. Then 
the values of the various articles, one 
to the other, could easily be arrived 
at. 

If it was agreed for instance that 
one ox equalled ten bushels of wheat 
or two camels or eight furs or ten 
yards of silk, then: the different goods 
could easily and fairly be exchanged 
one for the other, 


From earliest times producers and 
consumers, buyers and sellers, have 
sought for and ‘have eventually set up 
just such a mutually agreed upon 
standard, which was simply used to 
measure or price all kinds of goods 
and commodities in relation to itself, 
after which the relative values of the 
different goods or commodities, one 
to the other, could easily be- calcu- 
lated. 

As mentioned in our recent articles 
on the Gold Standard, many articles 
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have at: ‘diffrent times been used as 
standards or’ measures. of ‘price such 
as, cowrie. shells,, feathers, . 
sheep, greenstone, » hogsheads |. of - to- 


bacco,* precious stones, precious met- 


als;.ete. ': The: early requirements of 
a satisfactory standard simply being 
‘that it was mutually esteemed by 
poth buyer and seller and that it had 
a fairly constant value in itself, As 


soon as metals became available they.|" 


“were eventually used as standards or 


measures of price in ‘the place of oth- ‘2 
er commodities; gold, silver, copper . 


and iron being the metals usually 
adopted, depending upon the country 
and’ the availability of: these metals. 
The chief reason for the adoption of 
metals being that they were fairly 
scarce and could not readily be over- 
produced so that their own particu- 
lar value remained fairly constant, 
one reason for this being that the 
amount of labor required to. win 
these metals from the earth itself 
was fairly constant. This constancy 
of value was perhaps the most im- 
portant qualification for an accept- 
able. standard that was used with 
which to measure the price of other 
goods and commodities. 

In a few parts of the world today 

silver is the standard but in most 
of the important ‘countries gold 
stands unrivalled as the measuring 
stick of price or standard by which 
all other commodities and goods are 
priced. 
_ The value of gold changes because 
of its own supply and demand less 
than does any other suitable commod- 
ity. Gold is universally esteemed 
and prized and enjoys general pref- 
erence for many purposes over all 
other metals. This and other favor- 
able factors have resulted in gold 
being so generally adopted as the in- 
ternational standard. 

It is important here clearly to ap- 
preciate the fact that a. standard 
does not make price—it only meas- 
ures prices—just as the thermometer 
does not make temperature—{t only 
measures it. : 

Also it is important to observe that 
the standard does not measure the val- 
ue of any article. It only measures 
the price of the article. The value of 
any article, in turn, is the: relation- 
ship between the price of that = ar- 
ticle and the price of all other ar- 
ticles® 

The Medium of Exchange 

A great step forward was made in 
the -exchange of goods when a 
‘standard or measuring stick of price 
was set up. Under this system, how- 
ever, it was. still necessary for the 
man with the wheat ‘actually to meet 
with those who had camels, furs, or- 
naments and implements for ex- 
change with wheat, or in other words 
it was still barter that was going on, 
‘but the. time consumed in bartering 


was shorteried by thd use bf the: 


standard. 

It must undoubtedly soon have oc- 
curred to these ancient people that 
if some generally esteemed, easily 
portable commodity could be found 
that was capable of being divided in- 
to smaller portions and whose value 
in relation to the standard was 
known and generally acknowledged, 
that much travelling back and forth 
to affect exchanges of goods could 
be saved. Instead for instance of 
aman with wheat having to hunt up 
another with furs and another with 
ornaments, etc., he would be able 
to dispose of his wheat to one single 
person, accepting in exchange this 
portable and generally esteemed 
commodity, then later on when op- 
portunity served, the seller of wheat 
could exchange the particular port- 
able commodity he had accepted, for 
furs or ornaments or anything else 
he required whenever he met those 
owning these particular articles. 

For this reason undoubtedly de- 
veloped the use of a particular com- 
modity which functioned as a med- 
ium of éxchange, the continued use of 
which no doubt brought about the 
trader or merchant who acted as mid- 
dleman between those who had goods 
to exchange with each other. The 
immediate result of the use of a 
medium of exchange being that the 
producers of goods and commodities 
could spay at their own homes and 
that the traders and merchants 
would travel between them effecting 
sales and purchases. 

The medium of exchange must not 
be confused with the standard or 
measure of price. In ancient times 
the standard and medium of ex- 
change were quite separate and dis- 
tinct articles, then in various places 
the same article of commodity was 
used for both the standard and for

senting the medium of exchange ‘has 
once’ again’ become quite distinct 
from the standard. “ 

Early records show that one of the 
first standards set up was the ox, 
which no doubt proved quite satis- 
factory for the purposes of a stand- 
erd. As a medium of exchange, how- 
ever, the ox had disadvantages. It 
was not easy to transport, it cost 
time and care to maintain, and it was 
impossible to dividd it into small 
parts with which to exchange for a 
number of small items of other 
goods. To overcome this trouble in 
quite early times a definite weight of 
gold was set up as equal to the 
standard ox. History shows that this 
was done in several countries’ that 
apparently had no communication 
one with the ether and it is interest- 
ing to note that the amount of gold 
considered by the ancients in the 
different countries to ‘be the equal of 
one cow or one ox in value was usuwal- 
ly very close to the same weight, or 
about 130 grains. This amount of 
gold, usually 130 grains, was used as 
a medium of exchange instead of the 
ox. Besides being conveniently port- 
able, gold did not cost nything ‘for 
upkeep, it did not deteriorate and it 
was easily divisible into smaller 
parts so that goods in any small 
amounts could readily be purchased. 

The use of.a medium of exchange 
of this sort which had a definite val- 
ue in relation to the agreed upon 
standard soon enabled great strides 
to be-made in the exchange of goods, 
and so what is called “Trade and 
Commerce” to be: developed by - a 
special group, i.e, the merchants or 
traders or middlemen,’ who devoted 
themselves exclusively to this busi- 
ness. a , 

The general use of gold as the med- 
fum of exchange and ‘the growing ap- 
preciation of its constant value in re- 
lation to thé standard ox brought 
about a. fion eventually by 
hicli¥ ‘the{@gEinal’ -standard, the |; 
Ox, Was forgoiteri and the gold itself 
became accepted as the standard ag 
well as the medium of exchange, for 
which latter purpose alone it was 
first used. - 

The -use of the same metal, either 
gold or silver, both as a standard 
and as a medium of exchange con- 
tinued in most countries until com- 
paratively recent times until, in fact, 
the use of bank notes, paper curren- 
cy, credit notes, ete, began to be 
cireulated—thé gold or silver which 
these pieces of paper represented 
being kept in safe vaults. 

It must never be forgotten, how- 
ever, that these pieces of paper 
which are circulated in the form of 
bank notes, bills, ete, are not the 
standard, which. is always the metal, 
either gold or silver, lying in the 
vaults behind these pieces of paper. 
Indeed it can hardly be considered 
that these pieces of paper strictly 
speaking are even the medium of ex- 
change, for this in turn, actually is 
also the gold or silver lying in’ the 
vaults, but for convenience sake, in 
handling anq transportation, jit is 
found better these modern times to 
represent the solid metal medium of 
exchange by paper in various forms. 
There have been times when indi- 
viduals and nations have ignored this 
elementary ‘principle and consequent- 
ly have btought financial disaster 
upon themselves. 

A clear appreciation of the fund- 
amental difficulties between the me- 
dium of exchange and the standard 
or measure of price and between the 
circulating paper and the real value 
in metal which the paper merely rep- 
resents, will do much to make un- 
derstandable Many matters conncct- 
ed with our monetary. system that at 
first glance’*may seem to be rather 
complicated. 

As soon as metals came to be used 
as’ inediums of, exctiange, they” begat!’ 
to be called “money” which in turn 
ibegian to have a value of its own. 
Inasmuch ‘now as the producer of 
goods or commodities was no long- 
er obliged to exchange his goods for 
other products at once, but could 
first exchange them for money, and. 
then by the use of this money could 
supply his’ wants in - varying quan- 
tities from: perhaps far off places and 
at suitable later dates; so by the-use 
of this money the producer became 
somewhat independent of place and 
timé in the eventual disposal of his 
his goods and in the purchase of 
ethers. In this way it became possi- 
ble for money or the medium of ex- 


change to be used as a store of value 


as well as.a medium of exchange. 


As soon as money began: to be ( 
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used, as. a mean

No commodity that has been used | 
as money or,'a medium of exchange, 
or store of value, ever has been or 
probably ever will be of absolutely 
unchanging value within itself. The 
cost of obtaining the metals used for 
money such as gold and silver must 
always vary with advances in the 
science of mining, with the discover- 
jes of new mines and with the vary- 
ing amount of demand there may be 
from time to time for these metals as 
ornaments and for use in the other 
arts. The search, however, has al- 
ways ibeen for a metal that would 
change in value as little as possible ; 
because of its own supply and de-/| 
mand flactors. Gold has always been 
preferred as the one metal possess- 
ing this quality in. the highest de 
gree, particularly in those places 
where gold was obtainable in suffi- 
cient amounts to be used as a med- 
ium of exchange tand store of value. 

In some countries where there was 
but little gold, copper was sometimes 
used, and in other countries silver. 
Discoveries: of very large deposits of 
copper, however, soon made the val- 
ue of that metal too low to be used, 
either as a standard or as a medium 
of exchange éxcepting for very 
small amounts. Silver, however, 
from time to time, and in different | 
countries, has often successfully been | 
used both as a standard, as a med- 
jum of exchange and as a store of! 
value. In certain countries, silver | 
has at times even had a value higher 
than gold itself because it was scarc- 
er. In other cases silver ‘was. used 
because its supply in that particular 
place was more constant and more 
dependable than the supply of gold. 
It can, however, ‘be said that for mon- 
etary purposes gold has always su- 
perseded all other metals whenever 
its supply has -been sufficient to war- 
vant its use. 

Some further reasons why gold is 
generally preferred to silver are as 
follows: 

1. It is more 
scale transactions. 

2. There does exist a deep-seated 
preference for gold over silver when- 
ever a choice is possible. This has 
been noticed in all ages with all 
‘peoples, r ? 

3. Gold occupies less "bill 
used as a store of value. : 

4. Gold is preferred for use a8 orn- 
aments as it does not tarnish. 

5. Gold is more stable in its sup- 
ply than silver. 

6. The great changes occurring 
from time to time in both the produc- 
tion and in the value of silver hag re- 
sulted in the peoples of the world 
having much less confidence in sil- 
ver than in gold

Curtis found that children one to 
five years old cannot be still, on the 
average, longer than half a minute; 
children five to tén years old can 
manage it for a minute and a half. 

Another psychologist, experiment:

for an average of two minutes and 
ten seconds; two minutes and ten 
seconds, even while they were con- 
centrating on the attempt, was the 
length of time they could remain 
without movement. Yet many ‘of 
these children would likely go out to 
their schools, fall into the rut of the 
‘ery with hourly 
regularity, “Be still.” 

Thé moral, if it is necessary to 
draw q moral, is obvious. The parent 
and the teacher, instead of nagging at 
the youngster to be still, should rath- 
er aid, him in being active. The child 
must move. If we keep him from 
moving we are putting him under a 
nervous strain, the effects of which 
cannot be estimated. It is the par- 
ent’s and the teacher's business to 
put the child’s activity to some pur- 
pose, to train the movements of the 
legs, the arms, the hands, so that the 
active, formative days of childhood 
shall not be wasted.
